Militant Hamas sees strong 
showing in Palestinian vote 

RAM ALLAH, WEST BANK I Islamic Hamas mili- 
tants fared better than expected in landmark 
Palestinian elections Wednesday, and the 
ruling Fatah Party, though slightly ahead, 
might be forced to invite them into a coalition 
government and put Mideast peacemaking 
at risk, according to exit polls. 

Fatah had said before the first parliamen- 
tary contest in a decade that it would rather 
team with small parties than join forces with 
Hamas, which is sworn to Israel’s destruc- 
tion and whose presence in the government 
would be liable to cause friction with Israel, 
the U.S. and Europe. 

But with the militants making a strong 
showing in their first legislative run, Fatah 
would need the backing of an array of small- 
er parties to cobble together a government. 
Because some of the smaller parties have 
ties with Hamas, Fatah might not be able 
to court enough of them to form a coalition 
strong enough to survive the Palestinians’ 
domestic challenges — and face Israel again 
at the negotiating table. 

The election was the Palestinians’ first 
truly competitive vote, and officials hoped 
it would help cement democracy in the post- 
Yasser Arafat era. But it also gave unprec- 
edented clout to Hamas, which carried out 
dozens of suicide bombings against Israel and 
is listed as a terror group by the United States

Rumsfeld Defends Army s Durability 


Defense ehief disputes 
report saying U.S. 
forces stretched thin 

WASHINGTON I Secretary of Defense 
Donald Rumsfeld on Wednesday 
contradicted reports suggesting that 
the U.S. military is stretched thin 
and close to a snapping point from 
operations in Iraq and Afghanistan, 
asserting “the force is not broken.” 

“This armed force is enormously 
capable,” Rumsfeld told reporters 
at a Pentagon briefing. “In addi- 


tion, it’s battle-hardened. It’s not 
a peacetime force that has been in 
barracks or garrisons.” 

Rumsfeld spoke a day after The 
Associated Press reported that an 
unreleased study conducted for the 
Pentagon said the Army is being 
overextended, thanks to the two 
wars, and may not be able to retain 
and recruit enough troops to defeat 
the insurgency in Iraq. 

In the report, Andrew 
Krepinevich, a retired Army offi- 
cer who wrote it under Pentagon 
contract, concluded that the Army

cannot sustain the pace of troop 
deployments to Iraq long enough to 
break the back of the insurgency. 

As evidence, he pointed to the 
Army’s 2005 recruiting slump

enlistment bonuses and other 
incentives. 

Reports suggesting that 
the U.S. military is close to the 
breaking point “is just not con- 
sistent with the facts,” he said.

FORT MEADE, MD. | President 
Bush, defending the government’s 
secret surveillance program, said 
Wednesday that Americans should 
take Osama bin Laden seriously in 
his latest threats to attack again. 

“When he says he’s going to hurt 
the American people again, or try 
to, he means it,” Bush told reporters 
after visiting the top-secret National 
Security Agency where the surveil- 
lance program is based. 

It was Bush’s first comment about 
bin Laden since the AI Qaeda lead- 


er warned in a tape aired last week 
that his fighters are preparing new 
attacks in the United States. 

Bush’s NSA visit was part of an 
aggressive administration effort to 
defend the surveillance program.

Justices Mull Last Appeals 


High court halts Fla. 
execution to weigh 
llth-hour plea process 

WASHINGTON | The Supreme Court 
agreed Wednesday to hear a Florida 
death row inmate’s appeal which 
challenges that state’s lethal injec- 
tion method, just hours after the 
court dramatically stepped in to 
stop the man’s execution. 

Clarence Hill, 48, had been 
strapped to a gurney with IV lines 
running into his arms Tuesday night 
when Justice Anthony M. Kennedy 
issued a temporary stay. 


The full court made the stay 
permanent Wednesday and 
told attorneys the case would be 
argued on April 
26. A Florida 
Department 
of Corrections 
spokeswoman 
said Hill would 
be moved off of 
death watch, a 
cell block adja- 
cent to the execution chamber, and 
back to death row. 

Hill argues that the three chem- 
icals used in Florida executions — 
sodium pentothal, pancuronium 


bromide and potassium chloride 
— cause pain, making his execution 
cruel and unusual punishment. The 
justices’ eventual ruling, however, 
will be limited to procedural ques- 
tions about how courts should deal 
with similar last-minute appeals. 

He is on death row for the Oct. 19, 
1982, slaying of a Pensacola police 
officer during a bank robbery. 

Hill’s case allows the court to 
revisit a 2004 ruling in which jus- 
tices said an inmate could pursue a 
last-ditch claim that his death by 
lethal injection would be unconsti- 
tutionally cruel because of his dam- 
aged veins, gina Holland (ap)

Randal McCloy Jr., who had been 
in a coma since his Jan. 4 rescue, is 
able to respond to simple commands 
and follow movements with his eyes. 
Dr. Larry Roberts said. 

He is now able to chew and swal- 


low soft foods, but the extent of any 
brain damage remains unknown. 

Meanwhile, plans to begin gath- 
ering evidence 
inside the Sago 
Mine fell apart 
Wednesday when 
International 
Coal Group Inc. 
refused to let 
members of the 
United Mine 
Workers accompany state and fed- 
eral investigators underground. 

The federal Mine Safety and 
Health Administration, which 


had already recognized the union 
as legal representative for several 
workers at the nonunion mine, 
went to U.S. District Court in 
Elkins seeking an order to grant 
the union access. 

State and federal investiga- 
tors had hoped to enter the mine 
Wednesday, more than three weeks 
after the deadly explosion.

Daughter facing tax, 
fraud charges in Chile 
travels to Washington 

SANTIAGO, CHILE | The oldest daugh- 
ter of former dictator Gen. Augusto 
Pinochet has requested political asy- 
lum in the United States, the gov- 
ernment reported Wednesday. 

Interior Minister Francisco Vidal 
said U.S. Ambassador Craig Kelly 
informed Chile of the request made 
by Lucia Pinochet, who arrived in 
Washington earlier in the day but 
was denied entry because of an 
arrest warrant here. 

Vidal appeared upset about 
the surprise request by Pinochet’s 
daughter, who faces charges of tax 
evasion and using a false passport 
in Chile. 

Foreign Minister Walker said 
the U.S. government told Chilean 
officials Wednesday afternoon that 
Lucia Pinochet was being trans- 
ferred to an immigration service 
detention center and that a deci- 
sion could be made regarding her 
request for political asylum within

Election Sparks Hope in Arab World 



Palestinian vote seen 
as important political 
test in volatile region 

CAIRO, EGYPT I The Palestinian elec- 
tion is an important turning point 
in a cause dear to the Arab world’s 
heart, the struggle with Israel. But 
Arabs also have an eye on what the 
vote will mean for a newer cause: 
the drive for greater democracy in 
the region. 

The parliamentary elections 
Wednesday in Gaza and the West 
Bank were the latest in a series 
of major votes in the Arab world 
over the past year — in Iraq, Egypt, 
Lebanon and even Saudi Arabia. 

The depth of democratic change 
these votes have brought has varied, 
from Lebanon’s vote in June that 
brought the first government in 
years led by anti- Syrian politicians 
to power to violence -marred ballot- 
ing in Egypt that left many skeptical 
President Hosni Mubarak’s auto- 
cratic powers could be dented. 

But there was a widespread 
feeling in the Middle East that 
Wednesday’s vote will bring real 
change to a Palestinian politi- 


cal scene long dominated by the 
late Yasser Arafat and his Fatah 
movement. 

The Palestinian legislative coun- 
cil “won’t be ... a mini-version of 
the dictatorial Arab parliaments. 
Its role won’t be just to clap and 
cheer for the president and approve 
his policies without debate,” Abdel- 


Bari Atwan, editor-in-chief of the 
London -based Al-Quds Al-Arabi 
newspaper, wrote in an editorial. 

The two major Arab news net- 
works, Al-Arabiya and Al- Jazeera, 
gave blanket coverage to the voting 
— airing live reports throughout the 
day from Gaza, the West Bank and 
east Jerusalem, interviewing voters 


as well as Israeli officials. 

While fears were expressed of a 
violent struggle for power between 
Fatah and Hamas, most saw the vote 
as a chance to unify the Palestinians 
to face Israel, whether in negotia- 
tions or in armed resistance — a 
cause that still has widespread sym-

“I suppose that many will 
now understand why Russia has 
approved a law regulating the 
activities of non-governmental 
organizations,” Putin said. 

Russia’s FSB security service on 
Monday accused four British dip- 
lomats of involvement in a spy ring 
in which agents allegedly passed

secrets through a communications 
system hidden in a fake rock. 

Putin said Russia was weighing 
how to respond to the discovery. 

“As far as I’m concerned, if these 
spies are expelled others will be sent. 
Maybe they’ll send some clever ones 
that will be hard for us to find later,” 
said Putin. 

Comments from officials and 
reports in Russian media have 
said the alleged spies were directly 
linked to transferring funds to sev- 
eral Moscow-based NGOs. (afp)

Pope Publishes Encyclical 


Benedict XVI stresses 
charity, love in first 
outline of key concerns 

VATICAN CITY | Pope Benedict 
XVI said in his first encyclical 
Wednesday that the Roman Catholic 
Church has a duty through its char- 
itable work to influence political 
leaders to ease suffering and pro- 
mote justice. 

The document, “God is Love,” 
also warns against sex without 
unconditional love, which he said 
risked turning men and women into 
merchandise. 

It had been eagerly anticipated 
because inaugural encyclicals offer 
clues about a pontiff’s major con- 
cerns. The 71-page document can 
be seen as an effort by Benedict to 
stress the fundamental tenet of the

Christian faith — love — and assert 
the church’s duty to exercise love 
through its works of charity. 

The text is divided into two 
parts: Part I explores what Benedict 
calls the “unity of love,” based on 
the Greek concept of “eros” — 


the erotic love between man and 
woman — and “agape” — uncon- 
ditional love. 

“Eros, reduced to pure ‘sex’ 
has become a commodity, a mere 
‘thing’ to be bought and sold, or 
rather, man himself has become 
a commodity,” he wrote. 

In Part II, Benedict says the 
church’s work caring for widows, 
the sick and orphans are as much a 
part of its mission as celebrating the 
sacraments. However, he stressed 
the church’s charity workers must 
never use their work to prosely- 
tize or push a particular political 
ideology. 

“Love is free; it is not practiced 
as a way of achieving other ends,” 
he wrote, nicole winfield (ap)

Lawmakers Approve 
Va. Gay Marriage Ban 


Vote sends proposal 
for eonstitutional 
ehange to state voters 

RICHMOND, VA. I Virginia lawmak- 
ers gave final legislative approval 
Wednesday to a proposed constitu- 
tional amendment to ban gay mar- 
riage, despite warnings the measure 
is so broadly worded it could have 
dire unintended consequences for 
all unmarried couples. 

The 28-11 Senate vote, combined 
with the House’s earlier passage, 
clears the way for the proposed 
amendment to be placed on the 
November ballot. 


If voters approve it, Virginia 
will join 18 other states with con- 
stitutional amendments against 
gay marriage. 

Opponents argued that the 
amendment is so sweeping that it 
could undermine contracts affecting 
unmarried people, including het- 
erosexuals. 

Among the examples cited were 
insurance and joint ownership of 
property. 

Gay marriage is already against 
the law in Virginia, but lawmakers 
said an amendment was needed an 
extra insurance to stave off a court 
ruling like one in Massachusetts.

Lay, Skilling appeal 
judges decision to 
keep case in Houston 

HOUSTON I Enron Corp. founder 
Kennetli Lay and former CEO 
Jeffrey Skilling on Wednesday 
appealed a judge’s rejection of their 
pleas to move their fraud and con- 
spiracy case out of Houston, where 
they say a hostile jury pool obliter- 
ates their chance of a fair trial. 

Defense teams filed an appeal 
of U.S. District Judge Sim Lake’s 
decision this week to keep the case 
in Enron’s hometown and begin as 
scheduled Monday with jury selec- 
tion. 

They also aim to ask the 5th U.S. 
Circuit Court of Appeals to halt 
the trial if Lake refuses to delay it 
pending the appeal’s outcome. The 
defense teams want a new hearing 
before the appeals panel. 

Lake’s ruling Monday denied 
the former executives’ last-minute 
request to move the trial based on 
potential jurors’ vitriolic statements 
about Lay and Skilling on question- 
naires. The judge said he wasn’t con-

vinced a fair jury can’t be found in 
Houston because the questionnaire 
answers reveal inherent prejudice 
against Lay and Skilling. 

Potential jurors wrote on some 
of the 400 questionnaires sent out 
nearly four years later that Skilling 
was “a high-class crook” who “would 
lie to his mother if it would further 
his cause” and Lay was “the biggest 
lying crook of all” who “did a lot of 
injustice to a lot of good people.”

Google OKs Censoring 
Search Data in China 


SHANGHAI, CHINA I Googlc Inc. 
launched a search engine in China 
on Wednesday that censors mate- 
rial about human rights, Tibet and 
other topics sensitive to Beijing — 
defending the move as a trade-off 
granting Chinese greater access to 
other information. 

Within minutes of the launch 
of the new site bearing China’s 
Web suffix “.cn,” searches for the 
banned Lalun Gong spiritual move- 
ment showed scores of sites omit- 
ted and users directed to articles 
condemning the group posted on 
Chinese government Web sites. 

Searches for other sensitive sub- 
jects such as exiled Tibetan leader 
the Dalai Lama, Taiwan indepen- 


dence, and terms such as “democ- 
racy” and “human rights” yielded 
similar results. 

Google says the new site aims to 
make its search engine more acces- 
sible in China, thereby expanding 
access to information. 

Chinese Internet users said 
Google’s move was inevitable given 
Beijing’s restrictions on the Web, 
which the government promotes for 
commerce but censors for content 
deemed offensive or subversive. 

Google’s decision was prompt- 
ed by frequent disruptions of the 
Chinese-language version of its 
search engine registered under 
the company’s dot-com address 
in the United States, (ap)

Clijsters Ousts Hingis to Reach No. I

Federer wins again 
to stay on pace for 7th 
major championship 

T E N N I S I Kim Clij sters took over as 
No. 1 in women’s tennis, and she 
got there by defeating someone who 
used to rule the sport. 

Clijsters won her Australian 
Open quarterfinal match 
Wednesday over Martina Hingis, 
who was making her Grand Slam 
comeback after three years of retire- 
ment. The victory moved Clijsters 
into a semifinal against Amelie 
Mauresmo. 

Clijsters, who will replace 
Lindsay Davenport atop the 
women’s rankings, won 6-3, 2-6, 
6-4 over Hingis — who won three 
straight Australian Open titles in 
1997-99 and then was a losing final- 
ist the next three years before leav- 
ing the sport. 

“I can be proud. You just can’t 
think you’re going to go out there 
and win everything,” Hingis said. 
“I lost only 6-4 in the third against 
the No. 1 player, so I don’t think it’s 
that bad. You think I’m going to give 
up right now?” 

While Hingis’ remarkable return 
to tennis ended Wednesday, her 
Swiss compatriot — Roger Federer 
— stayed on course for his seventh 
Grand Slam title. 


The top -seeded Federer moved 
into the men’s semifinals with a 
6-4, 3-6, 7-6 (7), 7-6 (5) win over 
No. 5 Nikolay Davydenko of Russia. 

“I’m extremely, extremely happy 
to come through tonight,” Federer 
said. “I never felt like I’d lose — but 
he had me in trouble. I really had 
to fight.” 


Federer next plays Nicolas 
Kiefer, who needed 4 hours, 48 
minutes — including a 96 -min- 
ute final set — to defeat No. 25 
Sebastien Grosjean of France 6- 
3, 0-6, 6-4, 6-7(1), 8-6. 

Clijsters has been so troubled 
by injuries that the 22 -year- old 
Belgian already has begun talk-

Mayor Is

Williams aims to have

NATIONALS I Mayor Anthony

Earlier this month, council 
Chair Linda Cropp sent a letter to 
Williams that laid out what it would 
take for the council to approve a 
lease. 

On the “wish list” was a guar- 
antee that the city’s cost for the 
project be capped at the originally 
estimated $535 million, which has 
forced some reworking of the sta- 
dium’s design. 

Williams said Wednesday 
that he was open to money saving 
ideas but he still wants a ballpark 
that will draw tourists to the city 
and generate economic develop- 
ment. 

“I am a little bit reluctant, having 
walked through hell to bring the sta- 
dium to the District, to end up with a 
diamond and a bunch of bleachers,”

COLLEGE SPORTS I White males 
make up an overwhelming major- 
ity of leaders at NCAA Division I-A 
programs, from presidents and ath- 
letic directors to football coaches and 
coordinators, according to a univer- 
sity study released Wednesday. 

Though small improvements 
have been made in certain areas, 
whites hold 330 of the 357 cam- 
pus leadership positions at the 119 
schools, according to the report 
from the University of Central 
Florida’s Institute for Diversity 
and Ethics in Sport. 

Eighty- one percent (97) of col- 
lege presidents are white men, even 
with a 0.8 percent increase from last 
year in minority presidents. Black 
men headed four schools, while 
Latinos led three. None of the 
schools had an Asian or American 
Indian president.

Airboarders trying to 
establish themselves 
at mountain resorts 

The first time Kate Duncan rushed 
down a mountain on an Airboard, 
she liked it so much she bought her 
own ’board the next day. 

On her Christmas vacation, she 
and her sisters got mom to try it, 
too. One “Oh, god” and an expletive 
later, Eliza Duncan slid headfirst 
on her 4 -foot-long, 9 -inch-thick air 
cushion into a powdery snowdrift 
as her family cheered her on. 

“A lot of my friends wouldn’t do 
it,” she said on a trail in Snowmass, 
Colo. “I thought it was fun. I just 
didn’t like losing control.” 

From tubes to Airboards to snow 
bikes, mountain resorts and guides 
have been looking for new excuses to 
get people outdoors and new diver- 
sions to keep them entertained. 
Reviews are mixed on whether the 
Airboard can bolster ski visits the 
way snowboarding has, but support- 
ers talk it up as a niche snow sport 
that doesn’t stress the knees. 

Some say riding an Airboard is 
like ultimate sledding. Riders, who 
slide down snowy mountain slopes 


Matthew McFarland said. 

“Airboarding is going to be 
a small niche market. It’s never 
going to be like snowboarding,” said 
McFarland, citing complaints from 
skiers and snowboarders who are 
reluctant to share the mountain or 
who think it’s a kids’ sport.

“If we get 5 percent of our busi- 


ness from it, that could be the dif- 
ference between bankruptcy and 
having a good thriving business,” 
McFarland said. 

“It’s like snowboarding. Twenty 
years ago, everybody thought snow- 
boarders were the devil,” he said.

Psychiatrist SCOTT HALTZMAN, M.D. was online Tuesday and discussed his new 
book, “The Secrets of Happily Married Men.” | washingtonpost.com/liveonline 


What is your definition of “happily 
married”? “Happy” is a rather tempo- 
ral and conditional feeling. Must be 
a better term out there to describe 
long-term, satisfying marriages. 

You’re right. I struggled with the 
term “happy” prior to publication 
and my editor rightly said: “People 
don’t want to be married, they want 
to be ‘happily married’.” I think he 
was right. But happiness does have 
abroad definition. When people see 
it as the “thrill” of a first date, they 
may never get back to that level of 
happiness. I see happiness as the 
deep satisfaction you get of spending 
your life with someone who knows 
you better than anyone else in the 
world, and doing the work that it 
took to get there. 

My husband keeps the cell phone 
numbers of ex-girlfriends and [is] 
in contact with them on a regu- 
lar basis. This bothers me and 
he insists I am insecure because 
it bothers me. He says he is only 
friends with these women; however, 

I have never met them. Am I being 
insecure or are my feeling justified? 

Men (women too!) need to be 
sensitive to the perception that they 
aren’t being faithful. And female 
friends is a big red flag. I counsel

SAY “VIETNAM VET,” and the image 
that springs to mind is the griz- 
zled, troubled guy. But that’s just the 
stereotype. Writer Taylor Kiland 
and photographer Jamie Howren 
shatter it with 
“Open Doors,” a 
book based on a 
traveling exhibit 
that profiles 30 
former prisoners 
of war. From the 
famous (Senator 
John McCain, former vice -presi- 
dential candidate James Stockdale) 
to the relatively unknown (Jack 
Ensch, director of military mar- 
keting for the San Diego Padres), 
all are men who suffered immensely 
for their country, came back home, 
and struggled to build normal, hon- 
orable lives. 



What led you to do the book? 

I volunteered for the McCain for 
President campaign in 2000. And 
... I was tasked with setting up some 
media interviews for a number of 
the POWs who were campaigning 
on Senator McCain’s behalf Sitting 
in on some of the interviews, I was 
struck by the fact that none of the 
reporters asked any of these men 
about their lives today. They only 
seemed to be interested in their 
time in captivity: How they were 
shot down, what they were fed, if 
they were tortured. 

Does your book speak to the cur- 
rent debate here in the U.S. over 
the use of torture? 

Absolutely. I think you’d be very sur- 
prised by some of their opinions. They 
range widely. I’ve heard some of them 
say when they’ve seen some of the 
detainees in Guantanamo Bay being 
paraded in front of journalists, they’re 
furious about that, because they say.

“We were used as propaganda tools 
by the North Vietnamese, and it was 
humiliating.” Then there are others 
who I have heard say, “Well, they’re 
not POWs, they’re criminals, and 
there’s a difference.” 

Do you have a personal connection 
to Vietnam POWs? 

Jamie and I are two thirty some- 
thing women who obviously were 


much too young to have served in 
Vietnam. You wouldn’t look at us 
and think we have an interest in 
Vietnam, but we do. I also was 
living in San Diego in 1973. 1 was 
7 years old ... and I have very dis- 
tinct memories of the POWs com- 
ing home and seeing posters [read- 
ing] “Welcome Home, American 
POWs.” That left a mark on me, 
just the memories of that.

Will any of the men you inter- 
viewed be joining you? 

The other author’s name is Everett 
Alvarez. He is featured in the book, 
yes, and he also has written his own 
book [“Chained Eagle: The Heroic 
Story of the First American Shot 
Down Over North Vietnam”], 
and so it’s going to be a joint book 
signing. ... He has a very dry sense 
of humor. He’s a very interesting

‘Nevermore’ is as dark 
and imaginative as its 
authorial inspiration 

STAGE I Watching Matt Conner’s 
“Nevermore” is like being a periph- 
eral character in an Edgar Allan 
Poe story. Resplendent with depic- 
tions of artistry and madness, the 
musical sketches the poet’s world 
in a way he probably would have 
appreciated. 

Before audience members even 
reach their seats, they are surround- 
ing by gothic beauties who cackle 
as they float around in a fog-filled 
Signature Theatre. 

The musical, which recent- 
ly made its world premiere at 
Signature, is drawn from Poe’s 
writings. It’s little wonder that the 
macabre master’s words provide 


fertile ground for the stage. 

Chock full of Broadway actors 
and Tony- winning musicians who 
breathe musical life into verse, 
“Nevermore” staggers through snip- 
pets of Poe’s (Daniel Cooney) life. 
Women — both dead and alive — 
haunt and taunt him, and ultimately 
inspire his genius and mania. 

There’s barely a whisper of a plot, 
but that’s on purpose; the musical 
feels like a 90 -minute artistic fugue. 
Questions of loss, love and insan- 
ity are raised, but never answered, 
save one: Must Poe be a tortured 
and debauched soul to write? 

It certainly seems that way. But 
at least we get a cool “The Raven” 
number out of it. erin trompeter

licking terra cotta. 

Hovering in the background of 
many of the pictures — when it isn’t 
hogging the painting outright — is 
the hulking form of the Montagne 
Sainte-Victoire. It’s as though the 
obdurate god of Cezanne’s coun- 
tryside has created entire vistas 
in its own image, chiseling shrub 
and stone, shack and trestle from 
barren rock, then disguising it in 
slivers of paint. 

This is not the voluptuary’s 
Cezanne, nor, with the exception 
of a couple of crepuscular views of 
the Chateau Noir, a creepy coun- 
try house in which the artist rented 
space, does this particular hanging 
attend much to mood. 

Visitors who prize the still 
lifes above all, who agree with 
Woody Allen’s “Manhattan” alter 
ego that Cezanne’s apples and 
pears are among the things that 
make life worthwhile, will find 
the board rather bare. There are 
only a handful of arrangements of 
dark-haloed fruits on display, and 
most of them already belong to the 
National Gallery. 

But if you’re looking for the most 
thorough plumbing of the poetics of 
dust since Gene Autry picked up a 
guitar, there’s really only one place

MUSEUMS I “Why now? ” Well, the 
National Gallery of Art’s “Cezanne 
in Provence” falls on the centennial 
of the death of one of post-impres- 
sionism’s leading lights, and 100 is 
a magical number to museum folk. 
Also, nowadays anything late-19th- 
century French lights up NGA cash 
registers brighter than the nickel 
slots at Circus Circus. 

But “Why Cezanne?” is a ques- 
tion that all but answers itself. 
Without him, modern painting 
wouldn’t exist as we know it. There 
would be no cubism, no Picasso — 
OK, he would’ve found something 
to do, likely involving bars, women 
and periodic hospital stays — and 
no Matisse. There would be no 
Nicolas de Stael, no Milton Avery, 
no Richard Diebenkorn. 

The way modernists blasted 


pictures into hundreds of frag- 
ments and the way they built them 
up again, slab upon slab — both 
methods owe an incalculable debt 
to the landscapes Cezanne paint- 
ed in his native land, the French 
region of Provence. 

And those landscapes are the 
very heart of this exhibition, which 
opens Sunday. It’s a show about 
structure, all the horizontals, ver- 
ticals and diagonals that construct 
the scaffolding of his pictures (and 
which are best seen in a couple of 
rooms of works on paper), and it’s 
a show about substance, the very 
stuff of matter. 

To regard a Cezanne landscape is 
to consider the world as having been 
fashioned from a single material — 
dusty, abrasive and arid. Looking at 
a bunch of them all at once is like

Darkness Visible 


FILM I David Cronenberg is best 
known for works of abiding mys- 
tery and supreme ookiness. From 
his early body-horror cheapies such 
as “Rabid” and “The Brood” to his 
spelunking of the twisty paths 
of darkness in films like “Dead 
Ringers” and last year’s “A History 
of Violence ” Cronenberg has dem- 
onstrated not only mastery of his art 
but of the human psychology that 
drives it. Now, AFI Silver is host- 
ing a complete retrospective of the 
Canadian auteur’s work. 

Have you ever sat down and 
watched everything all through? 

You must be joking. No, I don’t 


watch my old films, not if I can 
help it. In fact, the only times I’m 
been forced to do it is to do com- 
mentary on DVDs. 

None of them? 

None of them. This is not a criti- 
cism, it’s just that I can’t see my 
films as films. It’s more like a per- 
sonal photo album for me than it 
is like a movie. 

Do you get films made through a 
Canadian support system? 

Well, there is government invest- 
ment in film in Canada, as there 
is in most countries except for the 
United States. Twenty years ago 


when I did “The Dead Zone,” I got 
more than I got for “The Fly,” which 
was three years later. 

Is your understanding of the body, 
a theme in your work, changing as 
you grow older? 

Your understanding of everything 
changes. I’ve always been very body- 
conscious, because my understand- 
ing of the human condition is that 
the body is the first fact of human 
existence. 

You get unusual performances out 
of your actors. 

It’s a matter of temperament, partly, 
and it’s also the way I have devel- 


oped my directing technique. I have 
a very protected set. I don’t yell at 
them, I don’t scream. 

Do you enjoy acting? 

I do, I do. It’s so different — you’re 
only standing about 10 feet away 
from where you are as a director, but 
it’s a completely different world. 

Do you think you’re seen as a cine- 
matic weirdo? 

Yes and no. I find I get a lot of 
respect from industry people. But 
I don’t live in Hollywood, I live in 
Toronto, so the schmooze factor 
is low. It goes up and down, the 
credibility factor, but I haven’t felt 
myself to be an impossible weirdo.

MUSIC I Deerhoof is the great- 
est rock band you’ve never heard 
of. Take two parts The Who, add 
one part Stockhausen, throw in a 
breathy Japanese waif where Roger 
Daltrey would normally stand, and 
voila! A silly- explosive-happy-bru- 
tal-propulsive-melodic experience 
which sounds like no other. 

And thus extremely hard to 
categorize. But this Saturday they 
unleash their shaolin songcraft on 
Washington at a don’t-miss show 
at the Black Cat. 

For a decade Deerhoof has flown 
beneath the mainstream radar, but 
tours with Sonic Youth and Wilco 
have showcased the band’s trade- 
mark mix of brainpower and fire- 
power. Increasingly rapturous 
reviews over eight albums haven’t 
hurt either. The band has gradual- 
ly woven its noisy pop experiments 
into well- crafted songs. 

With their latest, “The Runners 
Four” (Kill Rock Stars), they’ve 
traded complex studio production 
for a raw sound captured in their 
Oakland, Calif., practice space. 
The result is a road-tested, rest- 
lessly creative rock band firing on 
all cylinders. 


The high-octane rhythm sec- 
tion of Chris Cohen (bass) and 
Greg Saunier (drums) propels the 
rock around hairpin turns. Guitarist 
John Dieterich welds shards of bro- 
ken riffs into an elegant sonic sabre. 
And Satomi Matsuzaki (vocals and 
guitar) creates dreamlike tales of 
innocence and experience in her 
disarmingly girlish voice. 

With song titles like “Come 
See the Duck” and “Panda Panda 


Panda” a newbie to Deerhoof might 
be forgiven for expecting something 
cutesy. 

But it’s a ploy. A sugary little 
treat dangled before the listener in 
order to entice him close enough for 
a sonic pummelling — a wonderful

LECTURE I It maybe considered 
the real-life equivalent of putting 
Jean Valjean and Inspector Javert 
in a room together. Only Weather 
Underground founder Bill Ayers 
actually did commit crimes wor- 
thy of pursuit by FBI agent Don 
Strickland. 

The two former adversaries 
will debate and reflect on their 
respective historical roles at the 
International Spy Museum. 

Strickland will discuss his and 


the FBI’s methods used to track 
down Ayers and his cohorts. Ayers, 
who has admitted to taking part in 
bombings on the U.S. Capitol and 
Pentagon in the early ’70s, authored 
an account of his years on the lam, 
“Fugitive Days.” 

Charges connected to the bomb- 
ings were dropped when he resur- 
faced in the ’80s, due to alleged 
improper surveillance by the FBI. 
Now a professor at the University 
of Illinois at Chicago, Ayers has 
also written books on teaching 
and parenting. 

This isn’t the first time Ayers and 
Strickland have occupied an artistic 
space together.

‘Why We Fight’ looks 
at the reasons behind 
American conflicts 

IDEOLOGY I Eugene Jarecki made 
a name for himself with his 2002 
documentary “The Trials of Henry 
Kissinger.” Now, Jarecki follows up 
the success of that film with his new 
documentary “Why We Fight.” The 
film looks at conflicts from World 
War II to the current war in Iraq to 
examine the political, economic and 
ideological reasons why America 
goes to war. Using “the military- 


industrial complex,” a term coined 
in the 1950s by President Dwight 
D. Eisenhower, as a major theme, 
Jarecki attempts to find out how war 
works in present day America. 

Did you intend this documentary as 
a history lesson? 

I am student of the school that 
says that if we don’t learn from 
our history that we are doomed 
to repeat it. 

What was most striking to me 
about making this film was real- 
ly taking my inspiration from 
Dwight Eisenhower. He had such 


an extraordinarily definite and 
powerful voice for today. 

While you were waiting for the film 
to get a release date, did you feel 
like you had to add postscripts? 


Well, in a certain way, when you 
are documentary filmmaker — 
especially a political one making a 
film about war — you do feel like 
an ambulance-chaser. It’s a pretty 
crass thought and you have to stop 


yourself fairly quickly. 

Do you think different people will 
find support for their points of 
view? 

I absolutely hope so. What I want 
most people to find in the film is 
that they find voices with whom 
they resonate and they find in the 
film voices with whom they might 
not agree but they can’t simply dis- 
agree. 

What place does a documentary 
film have in the political dialogue? 

An individual filmmaker sets out 
to make a film for his own reasons. 
In my case, I am a person who is 
non-partisan. I don’t have a party 
to which I adhere. 

What I can do as a filmmaker 
with no threat to myself — because 
I have no job security concerns, 
because I have no job — is that I 
can go ahead and put myself out 
there and try to promote a kind 
of dialogue that I wish I were see-

A midnight movie 
makes a hilarious 
attack on obedience 

FILM I John Roecker is a man in 
search of things: rebellion, free- 
thinking and a few good laughs. 
So he created a film with all of 
these themes and more. “Live 
Freaky, Die Freaky!”, opening at 
the Avalon Theatre Friday, is an 
animated-puppet musical come- 
dy about “music, murder and may- 
hem.” Add “messiah” to that list. 
“Live Freaky” is an acid-trip recon- 
ceptualization of the 1969 Manson 
killings, only with laughs, puppets 
and a message. 

Not that Roecker is laughing at 
the Manson murders. “I’m laughing 
at the idea that people will follow 
a book blindly without research,” 
he said. “Manson was such an L.A. 
punk icon because he was the man 
that killed the ’60s.” 

The film is also a sort of mid- 
night movie for the modern age, a 


theater-going experience Roecker 
feels is all too rare. 

“A little bit of the culture is 


being taken away from us. It kind 
of makes me sad. [‘Live Freaky’] 
brings back the excitement of see- 


ing those movies you weren’t sup- 
posed to see. It was like your little 
act of rebellion.” 


Roecker’s inspirations are both 
cinematic and musical. He was 
raised in the Los Angeles punk 
culture of the 1970s. 

“It was a time when, if you 
didn’t want to be in the band, you 
could do something else. We were 
inspired, that’s why punk rock start- 
ed, because they hated bands like 
the Eagles, they hated those Burt 
Reynolds -Sally Field movies.” 

The director’s interest in punk 
rock remained strong even while the 
music itself mutated. He directed 
“Forming: The Early Days of Punk,” 
and has worked with contemporary 
bands, helming the Green Day 
documentary “Heart Like a Hand 
Grenade” and a concert film about 
the band The Network, as well as 
various music videos. 

And some bright lights of punk 
are returning the favor. Faith No 
More’s Roddy Bottom and Rancid’s 
Tim Armstrong wrote original 
songs for “Live Freaky,” according 
to Roecker’s specifications: “I made 
a CD of what I wanted it to sound 
like. They’re like, ‘Punk rock,’ and 
I’m like, ‘No, punk Broadway.’ It’s 
a new movement we’re starting.”

Pianist Randy Weston 
absorbs and imports 
stunning new rhythms 

MUSIC I Ofall the American jazz fig- 
ures who have dabbled in African 
music, few have made such alasting 
impression as Randy Weston. 

Weston exhibits rhythmic agil- 
ity on the piano and a fondness for 
dense, orchestral harmonies in 


the vein of Thelonious Monk and 
Duke Ellington. During the ’50s, 
Weston even wrote a few bebop 
standards, including “Hi Fly” and 
“Little Niles.” 

But soon after he began col- 
laborating with trombonist and 
arranger Melba Liston, his music 
became increasingly Afrocentric, or 
better yet, truly African-American. 
Instead of using the melodies and 
rhythms as exotic flavorings. 


Weston conducted work-study 
expeditions to Nigeria, eventually 
moving to Rabat, Morocco, in 1968, 
then later Tangier, where he opened 
his African Rhythms jazz club and 
stayed until 1973. 

Since then, Weston’s music has 
been synonymous with Africa. 
He’s as important to the synthe- 
sis of American bebop and West 
and North African music as Dizzy 
Gillespie is to development of 


Cu-bop.

The Heart of a Piano 


You’re almost more of a perfor- 
mance artist than a musician. 

It’s very choreographic how I move. 
I’m playing on the strings of the 
piano as if I’m playing a Chinese 
instrument. 


Margaret Leng Tan 
explores the sonic 
secrets of the strings 

MUSIC I Margaret Leng Tan is a 
musician perhaps best known for 
wrenching truth and beauty from a 
toy piano. A onetime protege of the 
great composer and sonic experi- 
mentalist John Cage, Tan learned 
to think about music — and her 
instrument — in new ways. As part 
of the Freer Gallery’s “Virtue and 
Entertainment: Chinese Music in 
the Visual Arts” exhibit, Tan pres- 
ents a program on Friday of new 
music for the piano and steel qin, a 
zitherlike Chinese instrument. 

When most people think of a piano, 
they picture someone sitting down. 


The piano is really an amazing 
instrument, it’s so versatile. Once 
I lift the lid of the grand piano, it’s 
like this oyster with this wealth of 
sonic possibility inside. 

How do you redefine the instrument? 

I use the normal piano in a very 
unconventional way — I play on 
the strings of the piano, I play on 
the keyboard, using my elbows, my 
fists, my forearms. 

Why are you including a John Cage 
work in this program? 

He was so influenced by Asian phi- 
losophies that I absolutely had to 
include him in this program. Also, 
there’s a whole organic logic to it, 
because I’m playing “C-A-G-E” by 
Tan Dun, built on the musical let- 
ters of Cage’s name.

Is the program more philosophical- 
ly Asian than sonically? 

Two pieces — Somei Satoh’s “Litania” 
and Ge Gan-ru’s “A Gate Into 
Infinity” — explore whole other sonic 
aspects of the piano. In “Litania,” it’s 
all done on the keyboard, but it’s re- 
enforced with me playing on a tape 
— you’re hearing mass sonorities. 
It’ll blow your mind. 

The other explores the Asian 
concept of stillness, silence and 
space. There are two main ideas 
that are inherent to Asian music: 
one is the living essence of every 
tone, the other is this ideas of space 
and time being indivisible entities.
